


EXCISE. 



STATEMENT, according to Order of the Honourable House of 
Commons, dated 30th June 1820; requiring, 

A Copy of any ORDER, from tiie Treasury or Excise Board in En^nd, by which IRISH 
SPIRITS, imported into England, are detained in Store, or are prevented from going into 
Consumption, otherwise than through a licensed Rectifier of Spirits. 



NO general Order has been issued on this subject \ but the Board of Excise, in 
March last, on the Report of their Officers, refused to grant an Application, made by 
William Peters, of N® 130, Blackman-street, in the Borough, for permission to send 
l8 casks of Irish Spirits, imported in the ship Robert, from Belfast, and entered by 
him, into the Stocks of Retailers of Spirits.
